HARDY BULBS AND THEIR CULTIVATION. Bee 


St 


RD BULBS, so designated because they withstand and outlive our severest winters, merit a 
general and much more extended cultivation, which is yearly and deservedly increasing, not only 
is from the ease of their culture, but from the fact of their blooming so soon after winter, at a time 
‘ when few, if any, other flowers are to be met with. First of all to appear in its chaste beauty 
is the Snowdrop, followed by the gay Crocus, the sweet Hyacinth, and the bold, bright Early Tulips, 
&e., &e., and so on through the list of queenly Lilies, producing in succession an array of gorgeous 
colors scarcely to be met with in other flowers. 


The treatment and culture of Bulbs is as simple and easy as the veriest Tyro may desire, and they 
may be enjoyed by the humblest, as well as the most favored in the land. Most, if not all, Bulbs suc- 
ceed best in a light, rich soil. If the soil where you propose to plant your Bulbs be stiff and heavy, 
do not fail to procure a barrow-load or two of sand and well-rotted manure. This should be thor- 
oughly mixed with the soil to a depth of fifteen inches, and the results will be most astonishing and 
satisfactory. The majority of the so-called Dutch Bulbs are grown in and around Haarlem in Holland, 
and it is probable that in no other part of the earth is a soil and climate so suited to their wants to be 
met with, as regards growing the same and preparing them for the markets of the world, a fact in 
itself which explains their seemingly high price. 


All Bulbs that bloom early in the spring must, to give satisfaction, be planted in the fall of the 
year, during October and November, and should be planted in a dry, well enriched soil, choosing a spot 
where water does not stand on the surface, as the Bulbs would be apt to rot, and cause loss and dis- 
appointment. After the beds are planted, if possible, cover the surface of the same with a dressing 
of coarse manure to the depth of six inches, which will help to keep out frost, and will at the same 
time keep the Bulbs so much drier—a point to be desired. This should be raked off in early spring 
as soon as hard frosts are over, and before the plants have grown too much, or else they will be injured 
by the process of so doing. 


All Bulbs may be planted in beds (where the finest effect is obtained), masses, groups, or as single 
plants. It is a general custom to plant Tulips, Hyacinths, &c., in beds which, as the same ripen and 
decay, are filled with summer-flowering plants, such as Verbenas, Petunias, Phlox Drummondii, Ger- 
aniums, &e. A pretty effect may be obtained ina circular or oval bed, by first planting thickly around 
the outside a band of Snowdrops ; next a heavy band of Crocus ; the center to be planted thickly with 
double and single Van Tholl Tulips. | These as they ripen may be all removed to a cool, dry cellar, 
and the bed filled with the summer ornaments of the garden.

HVACINTHS. 


The Hyacinth is without doubt more useful, serviceable, sweet-scented, beautiful, and to be 
desired for in-door winter decoration, than any other of the Bulb family, adapting itself to a variety 
of culture, and well rewarding us with its noble spike of Blue, White, Red or Rose flowers. No 
wonder that it has become so universal a favorite with those who love and appreciate these silently 
expressive and fragrant gems. The season of planting the Hyacinth is from the last of September to 
the end of November, and they should be planted in a deep, well enriched, mellow soil; and if a good 
dressing of sand is added, it will be all for the best. | This should be dug to the depth of fifteen or 
eighteen inches. The bulbs may be planted about four inches deep and eight inches apart. In 
planting, care should be taken to arrange the colors in their proper places—if in lines, a whole row may 
be of one color, the next another, and so on, until the whole is complete. They may be planted in 
beds or groups, and will well repay the cultivator for all care and expense bestowed on them. To 
give the best satisfaction, the beds after planting should be covered with coarse manure to a depth of 
six inches during winter, which should be raked off in early spring before much growth has com- 
menced, or else the plants will become sun-burned from the effect of a too sudden exposure to light 
on their tender leaves. 

Hyacinths are from four to five years old before they are fit to offer for sale, consequently it is 
expensive to grow them up fit for the market. They may be bloomed with the same degree of cer- 
tainty and success in-doorg as they attain in the garden. For this purpose Single Hyacinths, and those 
marked with an * among the Doubles are to be preferred. Hyacinths intended for blooming in the 
house should be started in pots or glasses, in the month of October. If in glasses, (the most pretty, 
clean and effective way), the glasses may be filled, with water, so that the bottom of the bulb will just 
touch the same, then place the glasses in a cool, dark place, where they may remain until plenty of 
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roots are made. After which, when the flower-spike begins to show itself, they may be gradually 
brought to the light, taking care not to give them too much heat at any time, even afterw aie as they 
succeed best in a rather low temperature. If the water in the glasses becomes discolored and dirty, it 
should be poured off and replaced with clean, soft water, which may be repeated as often as necessary. 

Hyacinths grown in pots should be potted at intervals of one or two weeks, so as to secure a suc- 
cession of bloom. To give the best satisfaction, they may be planted singly in five-inch pots, using 
sandy soil, enriched with well-rotted manure. In potting, make the bulb firm in the pot, placing two- 
thirds of the bulb beneath the surface and filling the pots to within one inch of the top. At the time 
of potting, they will need water to settle the soil, and should be placed in some sheltered place out of 
doors, or in the cellar, and covered up, to the depth of ten or twelve inches, with moist earth or coal 
ashes, where they may remain wntil they have filled the pots with roots, when, if the flower stem begins 
to show itself, they may be taken out, watered and gradually accustomed to the light, after which they 
will, if thoroughly watered and not kept too hot, be the admiration of all who see them. Many amateurs, 
by giving too much light at first, before the flowers begin to show themselves, fail to get any other 
than a fine crop of leaves. Hyacinths may likewise be grown and flowered in boxes of moss or sand— 
planted in long narrow boxes, suitable for standing in the window, two or three rows in a box and 
several colors ina row. In height, the Hyacinth grows from six to ten inches. Our stock of Bulbs is 
superb and cannot fail to give entire satisfaction.

The largest and most perfect bulbs, however, are not only better for forcing, 
but are also to be preferred for out-door planting. I mean by forcing the growing, for instance, of Hyacinths in 
glasses or boxes, in parlors, greenhouses, &c. The bulbs, when brought in from the fields, are carefully examined. 
and assorted by experienced help into several classes, and placed in very regular order on shelves arranged one 
above another, to dry, preparatory to packing for shipment. A second-class bulb will do tolerably well for forcing, 
and there are really more of the second-class bulbs sent to America as first-class forcing bulbs, than there are of 
the truly best article. This has been admitted to me! The growers say that the English use a great many bulbs 
for forcing, and that their best bulbs usually go there. All bulbs that are sold by agents and peddlers in the 
United States are of the second and third class, and not many of the dealers have first quality. The question was 
put to me, as to whether I wanted bulbs of first, second-class, &c. I said to them, I want strictly first-class, and 
no other. For bedding purposes I haye purchased only first-class bedding bulbs, about the same as are gold ordin- 
arily for forcing. One party said to me that the bulbs of this season were not so large as those of former years.

Suspecting him, I declined his proposition. The dealers are just beginning to pack and to fill orders. The bulbs 
are in fine condition. I shall see the larger and more important part of my order put up before leaving, although 
I am dealing with parties in whom I have entire confidence. I have no doubt at all that Briggs & BroruHer will 
have a better and more complete assortment of bulbs than has ever before been offered for sale in America. 
Some varieties of bulbs are not so large as the bulbs of other kinds; I have, however, secured the best of each 
variety. Purchasing for cash here on the spot, and in view of the fact that our order for this season is large, and 
of the prospect that we shall work up an immense bulb trade in America in the future. I have been enabled to 
purchase a first-class stock, at as low a figure as the cost of an inferior stock to other dealers, and I think at even 
a lower price.

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TULIPS. 


The Tuxip has long held sway as the Queen of Bulbous Flowers, and for generations has been 
emphatically the chief “Florist’s Flower” among Bulbs.

Planted in beds or masses, the effect is most striking, unique and complete, and cannot fail when so 
treated, to give the most entire satisfaction. The Tulip is by far the most easily grown and satisfac- 
tory of all Bulbs, and, as it does not deteriorate, 2 good stoek will last for years. 

The Tulip will succeed in almost any good garden soil ; still, it should be borne in mind that, not 
only the Tulip, due all Bulbs, will succeed best in a light, rich soil. The Bulbs should be planted in 
October or November, in deep, well enriched soil. Plant them three inches deep, and six inches apart, 
and if convenient, mulch the bed with coarse manure, &e., duriag winter—the effect, when in bloom, 
will be much finer. 

When the plants are through blooming they may, if desired, be earefully lifted and replanted 
thickly together in any convenient spot in the garden, where they may remain until again wanted in 
the fall, and the bed from whence they were moved be filled with summer-flowering plants. | Some 
people prefer, when the foliage begins to ripen, to take them up, dry them, and keep them in the house 
until they are again wanted.

a EXTRA EARLY FLOWERING TULIPS. 
The earliest of all Tulips are the Duc van Tholls, both Double and Single, growing to a height of

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For blooming in the house they may be potted in October, as many as four in a five-inch pot, using a 
light, rich soil. The bulbs should be planted about one inch beneath the surface. In planting, several 
colors should be used; or, a number of pots may be started at one time, each pot of a separate color. 
Care should be taken that they do not suffer from want of water after they are potted until they are 
through blooming. They may likewise be bloomed in hanging baskets or anything else that fancy 
may dictate, and, if large appliances are used, as many as one or two dozen bulbs may be bloomed at 
one time. Planted out of doors, in the garden, they come into flower very early, generally blooming 
the latter end of March, for which reason they are very desirable.

THE CROCUS. 


The Crocus is certainly the most useful of our earliest vernal flowers, producing its attractive 
golden, white, blue, yellow or striped flowers on the earliest approach of spring, which makes it both 
useful and desirable. The bulbs may be planted either in October or November, about two inches in 
depth. Crocuses app2ar to best advantage when planted in groups or masses, for which reason they 
have been always thought to be most admirably adapted when used as an edging to other flower beds, 
planted one-and-one-half inches in the row, and to consist of three or four rows. These, if desired, may 
be left in the ground without being disturbed for a number of years, where they increase in beauty, to 
be more admired each succeeding year. The Crocus flowers beautifully and easily in the house. Six 
or ten bulbs may be planted in each pot, taking care to have enough pots planted to keep up a suc- 
cession of bloom. Pot them in light, rich soil, and cover them about one inch in depth. Set the pots 
in a cool place, away from frost, and take into the sitting-room when sufficiently advanced for that 
purpose.

RANUNCULUS. 

To those who are willing to give the necessary care and trouble required to bloom them suecess- 
fully, the Ranunculus are to be recommended as one of the finest and most desirable of floral gems. 
Beautiful in outline, and possessing a variety of bright and desirable colors, it is to be regretted that 
the Ranunculus are not move hardy, as they would then take first rank as general favorites, and be 
grown extensively. To be grown successfully the soil should be made deep and quite rich. Plant in 
November, two inches deep and six inches apart; cover the bed deeply, (during winter), with dry 
leayes, litter and any non-conducting materials at hand—without which it will be useless to attempt 
their culture so as to expect any satisfactory results. The Ranunculus sueceed poorly in the dwelling 
house ; and although they are recommended by some for this purpose, they nevertheless give a very 
indifferent result, owing to the dry atmosphere they must necessarily be subjected to.

ANEMONES, 


The Anemones have the merit of possessing the brightest and intensest colors of any tuberous 
flowering plant with which we are acquainted ; and although they may not always withstand the severe 
frost of winter, we think that they deserve all the extra care they may get. It would be well to get a 
few extra roots and plant both in the fall of the year and again in the spring. The roots (singular 
looking, apparently dry, worthless affairs) should be planted about three inches deep, in deep, rich, 
open soil; and if planted in the fall, mulched heavily with dry litter, &c., during winter. This must 
be removed in the early spring, before much growth has commenced. After the plants are through 


blooming and the foliage begins to decay, the roots may be taken up, dried and saved for future 


planting.

All the varieties of the Narcissus are desirable, early spring-flowering plants, and as such have 
long been held in high estimation. They should be planted four inches deep, in groups of three .or 
four, and remain undisturbed for several years. The flowers of the Single Narcissus are showy and 
attractive, being composed of six outside petals with a cup in the center. In some varieties the petals 
are white, when the cup will be yellow; in others, the outside petals will be yellow, when the cup will 
be white—presenting a novel and beautiful appearance. Double varieties are to be recommended as 
among the desirable kinds to be obtained, among which is the common Daffodil of our childhood (Von 
Sion of the Catalogue), and Butter and Eggs (Orange Phoenix), so nained from the color of some of 
its petals, being creamy-vellow, while others are orange, presenting in appearance a mixture of butter 
and eggs. 

PotyantHus Narcissts is, however, the pride and the finest of the Narcissus family, producing 
its numerous flowers in large clusters or trusses of white and yellow cup-shaped blossoms, possessing 
a most delicate and agreeable odor. For flowering in pots, vases, &e., in the house, they are all that 
can be desired. For this purpose they should be potted at the same time as the other Bulbs, and 


share the same treatment as recommended for the same. 
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The Polyanthus Narcissus are not as hardy as the other varieties, and when planted out of doors 
in this latitude (Rochester) and farther North, should be planted in a light soil, five inches deep, and 
be protected by a heavy covering of leaves or litter, &c., during winter. 


Dovusie Jonquits are sweet and fragrant, and are desirable for blooming in pots, &e., in the house, 
and can likewise Be relied on for garden culture.

LILIES. 


All the varieties of Lilies succeed well in almost any soil, and although the months of October 
and November are to be preferred for planting, yet there is no Bulb that will adapt itself to a longer 
period of planting than the Lily ; indeed the Lancifoliums may be successfully removed without injury 
in the spring of the year, even if the plants have made a growth of ten or twelve inches, without pre- 
venting their blooming the same season. Bulbs may be planted either singly, or in groups, to the 
depth of four or five inches ; after which they should be ailowed to remain for a period of four or five 
years without removal, where they will increase in size and quantity of bulbs, to the delight of their 
owner. 

The Lily has long been esteemed as a queenly flower, and no less an authority than the late Dr. 
Lrnpiry, on first seeing the Liliwn awratum, declared, if ever a flower deserved the name of glorious, 
it was this,—a merited compliment, which it nevertheless highly deserves. 

The varieties of lancifolinm, (lancifolium, we believe, is not to be found at present in any collec- 
tion, either in Europe or America), and the awratum are, to our mind, the most to be commended, 
comprising as they do the most beautiful, highly colored and showy-flowered kinds of the whole ; and 
it must be admitted, that the introduction of awratum has given a new impetus to Lily culture. Still, 
all are desirable and to be commended, as giving the most ample and complete satisfaction. Of the 
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Trumpet-shaped Lilies, Brownii is considered by some to be the finest; but to our fancy, it must give 
place to longiflorum, a variety possessed of sterling merits, producing beautiful pure white, fragrant 
flowers.

“Tse ArT oF LETTER WRITING.—Letter writing is a trade ; whether it be in writing sweet epistles to a lady- 
love, or in the transaction of everyday business, and it would not be amiss if the art was made a more distinctive 
feature in the courses of instruction in our schools and colleges. We are led to these thoughts by a review of 
some of the many thousand letters received by our famous seed house—that of Briggs & Brother. During the 
busy season after the issue of their Spring Catalogue, their daily mail is immense, and is taken away from the post 
office by the basketful. In a business of such extent there are occasional unavoidable mistakes, such as the mis- 
directing of packages, or mistake in putting up the articles ; so that, perhaps, one customer in a thousand may be 
unfortunate enough to be disappointed in not receiving his order. Every precaution is taken to secure accuracy ; 
and in the busy season from five to seven persons are constantly employed in the mere work of revising the orders 
after they are put up by girls, thereby ensuring, as far as possible, full justice tocustomers. The greatest number 
of mistakes are chargeable, however, to the customer, who probably expends alarge amount of breath in denounc- 
ing the firm for paying no attention to his order for seeds after he has sent his money, when he is suddenly stop- 
ped by his postmaster, who shows him a letter from Briggs & Brother, who ask if he ‘knows of any one in 
that city or village who inclosed four dollars for seeds and omitted to sign his name to the letter.’ Others fail to 
subscribe the post office address, and Mr. McBeth, who looks after such matters for the firm, asserts that he never 
knew it to fail, when this omission occurs, that the postmaster’s stamp on the outside of the letter is so indistinct 
that it cannot be deciphered. Many letters are received saying, ‘Enclosed please find dollars, for which send 
me numbers so and so in your beautiful Catalogue.’ The opening clerk would be pleased to find the amount 
named in the letter, and after looking on the floor to see if the ‘enclosed amount’ has not inadvertently dropped, 
and taking another look inside the envelope, he endorses it ‘No money enclosed,’ and drops it into a box, to be 
hunted up on the arrival of the swearing letter from the writer, or, as in many cases, an apologetic note saying, ‘I 
forgot to put in the money.’ The letters in the vast mail received by Briggs & Brother would furnish many inter- 
esting items for the press. We were shown one epistle, of which the following is a fac simile : 

‘ SPRINGFIELD, March —, 1872. 

‘Briggs & Brother ;—Please send me for the enclosed seven dollars the following seeds.’ [Here are named the 
seeds,] Mrs. R—— evidently doing the floral part of the order without any reference to the varieties or the amounts 
of each ; and it is also evident that she intended Bulbs in many cases. Accompanying the letter was one of the 
blank order sheets which is bound in and sent out with each Catalogue, and which contains the most ample direc- 
tions as to the number of packets, variety, &c., &c.; on this nothing was written. There was nothing on or about 
the letter—the postmark being illegible—to indicate whether Jedediah R—— lived in Springfield, Illinois, Massa- 
chusetts, Missouri, or any of the other States rejoicingin a Springfield. Asa finishing touch to this budget of 
enigmas, the letter was completely loaded down with directions to Briggs & Brother, as if in fear that they would 
not get it, and on the envelope the postmaster at Rochester was earnestly ‘requested to dehver without delay.’ 
The diversifications from a simple and direct order are many and wonderful, when we take in consideration the 
fact that the simplicity and directness arrived at in the Catalogue and order sheets of this and other sced houses, 
would seem to force the writer into a clear, intelligible order. The following is also a sample letter : 

‘ Briggs & Brother ;—I wrote to you a few days ago, stating that the seeds I had ordered of you had not 
arrived. Ihave since got them, and found that they had been put into the wrong box at the office, there being 
several families of Pattersons here. Some of them have the same initials as mine, and that caused the trouble. 

‘Respectfully, —— PATTERSON. 

“The above should teach the Joneses, Smiths and browns that they are not the only persons of that name 
living, and that they, above all others, should make sure and give some distinctness to their order, and keep in 
view accuracy, simplicity and directness. It is a good idea, after the order is made out, to look it over and sce if 
nome and post office address are correctly stated.’’—Zochester Democrat.
